The only changes were 
increases in the excess profits tax, 
which was raised to HO per .cent 
from 60 per ce ut, the placing of ex­ 
cess profits on munition works on 
the same basis ,an increase ot to­ 
bacco duty by one shilling and ten 
lienee on the pound, and increased 
en ti rtainment taxes un the higher 
priced tickets.

deputies and a number of blood­ 
hounds, are scouring 
the 
marsh 
country for the gill’s slayer. 
Antoinette pleaded with her par­ 
e n ts Sunday tor a chance to “do 
her bit” to help her country. 
They 
gave their consent. 
She kissed her 
mother goodbye Monday and sta ll­ 
ed out to join the Red Cross. 
Her 
stepm other 
was 
worried 
when she did not return Monday 
night, but thought posibly she had 
gone home with some friends she 
had met in the Red Cross organi­ 
zation. 
Last night, just before dusk, tile 
headless trunk was discovered in 
the marshes. 
Neighbors identified 
the body as that of little Antoinette, 
who 
wanted 
to be a Red Cross 
worker. 
The girl’s head, evidently chop­ 
ped from the trunk with an axe, 
was 
found 
in 
the tangled grass 
near by. 
Preliminary investigation indicat­ 
ed that she was 
attacked 
while 
riding a bicycle along the public 
highway which leads through the 
marsh. 
The bicycle, with a little 
lunch basket strapped to it, was 
found near the road. 
Her assailant evidently half-car­ 
ried, half-dragged the girl off the 
road and into the marsh. 
The un­ 
derbrush was broken and a heavy 
trail through the weeds led to the 
spot where the trunk was found. 
The child fought hard for her 
life, her flimsy gown being almost 
torn 
from 
her 
body. 
The cold 
hands still clutched bits of weeds 
to which she had clung in an ef­ 
fort to save herself. 
Antoinette evidently 
was 
mur­ 
dered to close her lips. 
Her slayer 
mutilated her body, possibly in the 
hope that he could prevent identi­ 
fication . The face was bruised and 
gashed until it could not be recog­ 
nized. 
Just as darkness was closing over 
the swamps a woman carving a lit­ 
tle baby was led to The headless 
trunk. She was Mrs. Nanc} Woods,

Palestine, the British advance in­ 
dicates in the* near future the reali­ 
zation of some modified form of a 
national ideal which 
most 
Jews 
have held de*ar for centuries. 
“Of tho two events, the revolu­ 
tion in Russia is much the more im­ 
portant development so fa r as Jews 
I are concerned, for it applies to 5,- 
| POO,OOO of my race. 
Nothing like 
this number could possibly be* af­ 
fected by the maturing of the Pal­ 
estinian ideal. 
“With the advent of a liberal re­ 
gime in Russia, the sentiment of 
America lias changed, and Jewish 
influe nce, which was exerted on the 
side* 
of 
anti-Russian 
feeling 
in 
America, 
is 
now* 
pro-Russian—a 
very remarkable but quite natural 
transformation. 
“Jewish emigration from Russia 
to the United States will now* di­ 
minish, 
for 
tho 
conditions that 
| made for this emigration no longer 
operate. Unde*r the nor Olathe Rus­ 
sian Jews should shed the charac­ 
teristics which are largely due to 
repression, to exclusion from 
the 
life of the mu ion. Embraced in the 
nation, they will be moulded by the 
national genius of the Russian peo­ 
ple while retaining their own indi­ 
viduality. 
“Russia will find now* that her 
new-born Jews are 
a 
tremendous 
asset. 
Wherever the* Jew* lias re­ 
ceived full liberty, as in England 
and the United 
States,

Iii many 
branches of industry, finance, law* 
and medicine, he has excelled. 
“When I was in New* York the
